The 1979 Season of the Philips League will be 
one in which all teams battle for survival. 


After two years of establishment the P.S.L’s 
promotion and relegation scheme comes into 
operation for the first time. This factor, along 
with the bonus points system where a team having 
a goal difference of four or more goals is credited 
with three points, promises to see big money 
movements this season. 


Clubs this season realise that being one of the 
twe bottom clubs is an investment down the drain, 
even though the two clubs which finish at the 
bottom will still have the right to reapply together 
with any other club in Australia for readmission. 


This season the structure of the Philips League has varied from the 1978 season. 


Firstly, the League Season has been extended to 36 weeks ending on 
4th November, 1979. 


Secondly, there will be no Philips Cup games at night, as they will be played 
on weekends. Even though the First Philips Cup Game will be played on Wednesday, 
25th April, 1979 or Anzac Day. 


Thirdly, the Top Four is now played on a Round Robin basis with the two top 
teams playing a home and away match to decide the Winner. 


And Fourthly, there are no League games when Internationals are played. 


All of the abovementioned points have one common interest, that is, to provide 
more football, for a longer duration, to the soccer hungry public. 


The Club Marconi has undertaken to stage as many matches at Marconi Stadium 
as possible. At present there are matches at Marconi Stadium on every weekend, 
and on some occasions, there are games played on both Saturday and Sunday. 

In 1978 the Club Marconi had Soccer Expenses of just on one quarter of a 
Million Dollars, 1979 will, no doubt, exceed this figure, basically because of the 
raising cost of soccer and the newly formed federation teams, who incidentally are 
very capably Coached by Mr. Luciano Nesti and the Ex-Australian International 
Goalkeeper, Ron Corry. 

The excess games at Marconi will place a strain on Club facilities, however it is 
thought that Soccer will attract more people to the Club thus indirectly subsidising 
these high expenses.

In the second half, Marconi entered the field with a vengeance. Marconi attacked 
constantly, wanting to equalize the score. This attack was greeted with brutal 
tackling by Adealide, which at times appeared to warrant yellow card cautions by 
referee Rampley. However, this was not to be and so the battle continued.
